PUT CLUBS FIRST 


Tt is some years 
since you were good e 
to publish ‘some ‘views of 
mine on soccer . - . but 
our attendances have con- 
tinued to/drop so alarmingly 
that 1 fcell the thoughts of 
many followers should be 
put before the authorities 
who are controlling the 
game 90 poorly. 

Furst, Jet it be definitely 
understood that club foot 
ball is the basic factor 
underlying the success of. 
any code, and this, of late 
years, has been entirely 
overlooked whilst our con- 
trollers considered overseas 
first. 

The Australian Rules 
code has no oyerseas con- 
tacts, but club competition 
has built up Australia’s: 
largest sporting crowds. 

Rugby League has very 
limited overseas competition 
but draws big club crowds. 

A few years ago when 
nearly all our soccer crowd 
interest was in our own 
club competitions, with only 
an occasional foreign visit, 
‘we had two to three times 
the number of spectators, 
with plenty of enthusiasm 
being shown as against the 
ghastly silence now present 
at most of our matches. 


Our World Cup preoccu- 
pation has’ so very obviously 
reduced our attendances, 
and if we continue to place 
Overseas soccer first, local 
interest will continue to fall. 


I believe that most soccer 
followers who watch TV, 
except for the odd World 
Cup match (which includes 
the final) much prefer to 
watch the English League 
and odd Scottish matches 
that we see on TV. 

These games generally 
give far more pleasure and 
excitement than the type of 
defensive play so often Seen 
in the World Cup: matches, 
and followed by our own 
Australian team. 

I believe that to get back 
our crowds we must play 
club soccer only for the 
next two years. 

If we build up that basic 
factor, then the rest, includ- 
ing skilled men, will become 
available for international 
matches later.

__At present so: much prior- 
ity is being given to our 
overseas commitments that 


the clubs and local competi- 
tions are made to look sec- 
ond rate and of little impor- 
tance, and therefore, many 
of our followers have Jost 
interest. 

We must for at least two 
seasons forget ‘tours and 
concentrate on building up 
our confidence and interest 
in club» fixtures. 

A National League is no 
answer at present to our 
Jack of spectator interest. 

As a final comment, fix 
admission prices no higher 
than that of competing 
codes, and advertise this 
fact well. 

Our followers are no 
richer than those of other 
sports, and like our teams, 
have poorer grounds and 
more discomfort with which 
to! contend.

FIFA open door to China 


FIFA have. opened the door for China’s return 
to world football. FIPA’s executive committee 
meeting for the first time under the presidency 
of Brazil’s Joao Havelange, decided that any 
member nation could play matches against China 
provided they first applied for a permit from the 
FIFA general secretariat. Proposal from Iran that 
China should be allowed to play in this Septem- 
ber’s Asian Games tournament was also accepted. 
Previously FIFA had warned member nations 
that they faced sanctions for playing matches 
against China or any other non-members. But in 
agreeing to Iran’s proposal that China be allowed 
to play in the Asian Games tournament the ex- 
ecutive committee decided to lift all such sanct— 
ions. The executive committee also decided that 
after its meeting in Romie next November, a FIFA 


delegation headed by Havelange would visit China. | 


China withdrew from FIFA in 1958 and’ a move 
to gain her reinstalment at the expense of Taiwan.
